OTTAWA. Sept. 25.—Charging that 


they were lured to Canada under false 
pretenses, refused a living wage in the 
west and subjected to numerous In- 
dignities at the hands of Immigration 
department officials, a party of 63 
British immigrants, ordered deported 
to the old- land, passed through Ot- 
tawa enroute to Montreal. 


The majority of the deportees de- 


clare that they do not wish to leave 
Canada if they are given an oppor- 
tunity to earn a living here, but that 
they have been forced to choose be- 
tween the alternative of starvation 
and deportation. They also complain 
that in order to obtain their passage 
home, they have been required to sign 
statements certifying that they have 
refused to accept employment; and 
that these statements will debar them 
from obtaining unemployment relief 
on their return to England. 


The deportees 
are under armed 


guard and subject to arrest if they 
leave the train, it is stated. Between 
200 and 300 more immigrants are re- 
ported to be held in Winnipeg await-, 
ing deportation as soon as their cases 
are investigated. 


Mayor Bibby of Sudbury offered to 


find employment for 150 men at Blind 
River, when the deportees' train pass- 
ed through this city, but the immi- 
grants were not allowed to leave the 
train.
